WASHINGTON, (UP) — President 
Roosevelt was to carry directly to 
the nation today his special mes- 
sage to congress urging legislation 
to keep selectees and _ national 
guardsmen in the army for the du- 
ration of the emergency. 


The message was scheduled to be 
sent to congress and special radio 
transcriptions made by Mr. Roose- 
velt were to be broadcast over at 
least one nation-wide network im- 
mediately after clerks began read- 
ing the message in the senate and 
house. 


It was not known at once what | 


plans the other major networks had 
for broadcasting the President's ap- 
peal. 


Decision to put the message be- 
fore the people in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
own effective accents was made in 
recognition of the fact that the ad- 
ministration has a hard fight on 
its hands to prevent discharge of 
selectees national guardsmen and 
reservists after a year of service, 

“The President regards the mes- 
Sage as of such special signifi- 
cance,” said White House Secretary 
Stephen T. Early, “that he feels it 
should be put before the country 
through every possible medium.” 

Others assert that the question of 
retaining one year men under arms 
for the duration of the emergency 
is of as grave urgency as was en- 
actment of the lend-lease bill last 
March. The _ administration is 
troubled that some of its own lead- 
ers in congress hesitate to risk the 
battle.

WITH ANN COMFORT 


The finest house in California! 
That is what Dr. John Marsh hoped 
to make his house built in 1856 and, 
fof a time, it was the finest house 
in the state. If you have traveled 
over the Marsh Creek road between 
Brentwood and Concord, you will 
remember this house. 

When Dr. Marsh came to Califor- 
nia in 1836 San Frncisco looked 
like a deserted fishing village. 
From Noriega Dr. Marsh purchased 


Los Meganos at the foot of Mt.' 


Diablo. It was in a hostile country 
full of horse thieves and none too 
friendly Indians. The Rancho cov- 
ered a vast acreage extending to the 
length of 9 miles in some places. 
For many years Marsh was the only 
physician in the San Joaquin val- 
ley. His fees (and he demanded big 
pay) were almost always paid in 
cattle, so that in a few years he 
became the richest cattle baron on 
the San Joaquin. Until he met and 
married the gently-reared Abby 
Tuck, school’mam of Santa Clara, 
he was satisfied to live in an adobe. 
Plans for the stone house were 
drawn by Abby and the doctor. 
The house which has held up un- 
der earthquake and weather looks 
as though it might have been built

Pickled Walnuts 

Walnuts should be pickled in the 
mid-summer before the shells have 
formed and while they are still in 
the green stage. Pierce each nut 
with a pin or larding needle. Place 
nuts in a large crock and cover with 
a brine made of salt and water us- 
ing ‘2 cup of salt to a quart of wa- 
ter. Allow nuts to stand in brine for 
1 week. Remove and drain thor- 
oughly. Place in a large kettle and 
cover with fresh brine made in 
same proportion. Simmer gently for 
30 minutes. Remove from brine and 
place in a sieve to drain. When dry 
arrange on a flat surface until they 
turn black. This will take several 
days. Fill sterilized jars about two- 
thirds full of walnuts and cover 
with the following: For every 
quart of cider vinegar add 2 table- 
spoons black pepper, 1 tablespoon of 
ginger, 1 tablespoon salt, l'2 tea- 
spoons alspice and '4 teaspoon cay- 
enne pepper. Bring to a boil, cook

I never know where to begin when I start talking about the wonder- 
ful desserts that can be made with fresh peaches. I might add that I 
never know where to stop, either. There are so many grand peachy 
desserts that it’s impossible to single out any one of them and say “this 
peal or “that dumpling” is the very best peach dessert you can 
make. 


Filled With Raspberry Jam 


However, I’m sure that peach dumplings belong right up in the 
front ranks of these peach desserts, particularly when the dumplings 
are filled with luscious red raspberry jam. Doesn’t that sound like a 
super-delicious combination—crisp, flaky pastry still warm from the 
oven covering a mellow golden peach that’s filled with rich red jam— 
and thick cream poured over it all? 


PEACH DUMPLINGS 


1 cup prepared biscuit mix 4 tbsp. raspberry or strawberry 

Y% cup shortening (part butter jam (to which a few drops of 
for flavor) lemon juice have been added) 

Ice water (1 to 2 tbsp.) 4 tbsp. sugar (only if peaches 

4 fresh peaches are very tart) 

Rub the softened shortening into the biscuit mix with the back 
of a spoon until it is well blended through the mix. 

Add ice water—a little at a time—until the dough stays together. 
Round up on lightly floured cloth-covered board (flour rubbed into 
the cloth keeps dough from sticking). Roll out thin—into a square 8 by 
8 inches. Cut into 4-inch squares. 

Cut Segments From Peaches 


Peel the peaches, and cut a segment out of each one in order to 
remove the pit. Fill the hollow of each peach with jam. Replace the 
segment, and secure with a wooden pick. For additional sweetness, 
if the peaches are very tart, sprinkle a tbsp. of sugar over each one. 
Place these jam-filled peaches on each square of pastry. Fold the di- 
agonal corners up over the peach, and seal well. Bake 20 to 25 minutes 
in a hot oven, 450° F. 

Serve warm with cream.

PEACH SKILLET PIE

Sift flour, salt, sugar and baking powder together. Cut in the 
shortening with a pastry blender until finely blended. Stir in just 
enough milk to make a soft dough. Round up on lightly floured cloth- 
covered board. Knead very lightly ... just to smooth up. Roll or pat out 
about % inch thick ... then, with fingertips, pat into 10-inch heavy 
skillet...
